SUIT FOR $47,113.96 
AGAINST WORLD'S FAIR. 


Architect Cass Gilbert of New York I: 
the Plaintiff and He Is Said 


to Have Resigned. 
Suit for $47,113.96 was brought in the 


United States Circuit Court Wednesday 
ifternoon by Cass Gilbert, New York ar- 
chitect, against the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Company. 

The plaintiff alleges in his petition that 
from June 25. 1901, to April 27, 194, he per- 
formed labor for the defendant corporation 
for which he was to receive $78,590 and that 
he has been. paid but $31,336.96. 

He also asks for interest at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum and for the costs of 
the case which is scheduled for trial in the 
September.term. Morton Jourdan repre- 
sents the plaintiff.

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NO FURTHER FLOOD 
DANGER IN MISSOURI. 


Dispatches to the Post-Dispatch 
from Kansas City, Jefficrson City, 
Hannibal and other Missouri points 
that were menaced by the flood, 
show the streams have reached the 
erest and that there is no further 
danger. The Missouri river rose at 
points during the night but not 
enough to inerease the strain on 
levees greatiy. The sun is shin- 
ing generally throughout Missouri, 
and the rains are ended. The fall 
of the rivers is expected to be 
rapid. 
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The Mississippi river is expected to 
come to a stand at St. Louis Thursday 
afterroon or night at about 34 feet on 
he gauge. ;

Superintendent of Transportation Hil- 
leary snid Wednesday that he had not 
been advised that the high water would 
imterfere with the delivery of freight at 
the Fair.

Mayor Leads in 
“Cheer-Up” Work. 


At East St. Louis Mayor Silas Cook led 
che “‘cheer-up’’ movement by getting on the 
scene of action bright and eariy, attired in 
uip boots, and ready to take a hurr.ed sur- 
vey of the situation. He reported every- 
-hing in safe condition. 

The Llinois* Central embankment] which 
acts as a dike on the south of the city @ne 
proke at a critical stage l&st year, has been 
j adequately strengthened by’a force of 200 
men, who finished work late last night 

with two steamshovels and a piledriver. 

The Wiggins Ferry tracks, both above 
and below the city, are nearly car-wheel 
deep under water, but Mayor Cook declared 
his belief that the stage will not go over 
84 foet, and that little damage is threat- 
ened. 

At Alton Wednesday morning a sale of 
cattle driven from the West Alton low- 


lands was held, and many cattle are beinc 
moved to the city from pastures on the 
Bast Side. The river is now within 6 feet | 
of the highest stage at Alton last year, and 
is steadily rising. 

The nearest approach to a g@neral over- 
flow has been along the east side of the 
river at Granite City and Madison. At 
the latter pofnt the lévee broke leaving 
an. outfit of levee graders marooned ani 
unable to reach Mitchell by land. The 
steamer Spread Bagle went Up the river 
from S8t. Louis and brought off 200 men 
and 100 horses and mules. A herd of horses 
im pasture near Granite City was aiso 
brought to the city by the Spread Eagle.

Hotel Where a Suite of 14 Rooms Is in Readiness. 


Crown Prince Pu Lun, imperial commis- 
sioner of China to the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, and party will arrive in 
St. Louls Thursday at 1 p. m. The roya! 
party will be met at Union Station by the 
members of the Chinese commissicn now in 
St. Louis and the Exposition 
of foreign relations and reception. 

A carriage upholstered in the Chinese 
royal colors and drawn by four black 
horses will bear the rbdyal visitor to .the 
Washington Hotel, where a suite of 14 
rooms has been engaged as the abode of 
Prince Lun and party during their sojourn 
in St. Louis. The. horses will be orna- 
mented with banners displaying the im- 
perial dragon and the outriders will bear 
the same device. 

The main entrance and hails are pro- 
fusely decorated with the colors and flags 
of every nation, but the banquet hall in 
which Prince Lin will dine is decorated in 
the Chinese colors and emblems. 

There-are 16 in Prince Lun's party. The 
suite of rooms which they will occupy are

located on the second floor in the south- 
west corner. Prince Lun’s private suite 
consists of six rooms and baths, facing on 
King's highway: The bedchamber is th 
corner room, with a” southerp and west- 
ern Winduw. 

The furniture is old mahogany and of Co- 
lonial styie. There is the old-fashioned 
dressing tubie. with {its heavy piate mir 
ror and the old-fashioned bureau, which no 
one could hase the heart to desecrate by 
cailing ij a ‘‘dresser."’. In the boudoir there 
are old hoon iny rockers and easy chairs 
a quaint-desk and a highboy. with many 
deep drawers, just the thing for his high- 
ness’ royal robes, 

Next is the private dining room. with a 
mahogany dining fable wm dining chairs 
The carpets of these threé rooms are Nie 
green velvet. blending with the rich red 
mahogany of the furniture. The purely 
colonial effect may be lost on Prince Lun 
oat the artistic Chinese nature cannot fa! 
to be pleared by the bevuty of the rooms. 

Then follows the prince's recretary’s 
bedchamber and those of his other attend 
ants. The nly thing about the suite tha 
is at all Chinese is the ‘emall tea tables 

The royal party will have their meal 
served fn the private dining reom, but 
while here will eat American dishes.

great naval hero of the Japanese-Russian 
war. The Mikado has conferred posthu- 
mous honors on him and his name; a lite 
pension has been granted to his family. 
The poets of Japan are singing his praises 
in stirring ballads; his own poems, breath- 
ing purest patriotism, are being recited 
every where. 

Pictures of Hirose adorn all the book 
stalls, highly colored prints immortalizing 
his exploits are hawked about by gogoi 
men and venders on the streets. The Navy 
Club of Japan started a movement to 
erect a bronze statue of Hirose in Hebiya 
Park here, and within a week after the 
hero's death enough money was subscribed 
to insure the erection of the statue. Mukaj 
Katsuyaki, the great sculptor of the Jap- 
anese nation, has promised to complete 
the statue within two months, and has re- 
fused to accept money for his labor of 
love. 

For it was Takeo Hirose who was killed 
in Admiral Togo’s second attémpt to block 
up Port Arthur on March 27; who was 
leader of the forlorn hope who set out to 
sink themselves and their ships in the har- 
bor’s mouth; who was literally blown te 
pieces by a projectile from a Russian 
quick;firing gun while seeking to save the 
life of his friend and companion and sub- 
ordinate, Petty Officer Sugino. 


Led First Attack 
on Port Arthur. 


It was Hirose who led the first atiempt 
at Port Arthur on the night fo March 23, 
and for his remarkable gallantry then the 
Mikado promoted and doubly decorated 
him, honors which reached him only a day 
before his lamented death. 

Hirose in his poetic temperament as well 
as in his dauntless spirit, truly represented 
the old warrior class of Japan, the Sam- 
ural. He was a scion of the family of 
Kiku-Chi, one of the anctent fighting clans 
of Japan. Born at Oitaken, near Takeda, 
in the first year of the Meiji era (1868), he 
grew up in the country and received his 
early training in a country’ school. - 

Entering the naval academy at the age 
of 19, he distinguished himself in nowise 
except by his passionate fondness for 
swordsmanship, as taught with the cut- 
lase by an HMnglish fencing master, and by 
his prowess as a wrestler. | 

Hiirose first proved his bravery in the war 
with China. Then he first met Sugino, a 
common sailor, who dived overboard after 
a live torpedo, which had ben thrown into 
the water, that he might disconnect the 
fuse and so render it harmless to the other 
Japahese torpedo boats. After the war 
with China, eut. Hirose, who spoke Rus- 
sian and “F’rech well, was sent as naval 
attache to the Japanese legatilon at St. 
Fetersburg. He came into prominence 
there through a wager. 


‘Threw Three Russian 
| Giants at Wrestling. 


| At a banquet a Ruselan officer declared 
(that Japanese, 60 smal of. stature, could 
,not, as indijivduals, hold their own in any 
war. Hirose smilingly defied any three 
| Russians to overcome him at wreshtling, 
Roars of laughter greeted the challenge, 
for Hirose’s prowess: was little suspected in 
the Japanese art of self-defense, jui jitsu. 
At last, fon the fun of it, the Russian offi- 
‘cer sent for three large and sturdy soldiers. 
‘One after another the little Japanese threw 
the giants. 
The story. spread quickly through the 
‘military and naval clubs. It reached the 
Czar’s own ears. When Hilrose next at- 
tended @ court function the Czar «asked 
him to give a_private exhibition of ju 
jutsu by wrestling with a man famous 
for his ekill and strength. Again the small 
Japanese proyed himself the better man. 
Hirose remained in St. Petersburg three 
years. The daughter of a Russian naval 
officer, who is now a@ rear admiral, feli in

PRIZE OFFERED IS $100.000 


‘Electrical Engineers Say Invention Is 
Worthy—Charity Organization 
Protecting Inventor. 


NEW YORK, April 27.—Members of the 
Charity Society here have expressed the 
belief that Alexander McKenzie, a profes- 
sional beggar who was once an elecirical 
engineer, has dnvented a successful device 
for the protection of the third rail on ele- 
vated tracks, and will receive the prize 
of $190,000 offered by the Interborough com- 
pany for that achievement. 

S0 sanguine are the. members of the so- 
clety of the success of McKenzile's inven- 
tion that the matter has been placed in the 
hands of a patent solicitor,-and a practi- 
cal test of the device will.be made as soon 
as the patent is perfected in Washington. 

On the police records McKenzie is class- 
ifled with the harmless medicants, usually 
cripples who sit silently in the street or 
wherever crowds are passing &nd hold out 
their hats or a tin box with mute appeal 
for aid. For several years McKenzie has 
been a conspicuous figure on the platforms 
of the elevated stations. He has but one 
leg, and always sat on the floor with his 
crutches lying in his Jap and his hat 
stretched ‘out for coins.

W. N. Irwin, assistant pomologist of the 
@epartment of agricul.ure, in charge of the 
pomological dispiay at the Worlds Fair, 
is the official apple tasier of the Un.t: da 
States government, and not only does he 
taste the ajiples but describes the taste for 
-the department. 

Distinguishing among three thousand new 
varieties of apples, each with its own 
taste, formed part of Mr. Irwin's work 
during the last year. Apples sent to the 
department go directly to him, and a‘ter 
hoting theif color, size ‘ie gece aspect, 


he bites into them and t describes their 
taste. 

Tea and wine tasters are known who can 
tell the year of a wine or the province 
wheré the tea was grown, but none of 
them hus so delicate a taste as the offi- 
cial apple taster, who takes a bite of the 
apple and after rolliig the morsa] about 
\ under his tongue. can sit down and. de- 
gcribe it so that it can be en.ered on the 
fruit book of the deper.ment as having not 
. only a color and size, but a definite taste, 
different from that of al other appl:s. 

For the descript.on of tastes Mr. Irwin 
has the largest vocabulary of any man in 
the world. This is necessary, for he mui:t 
describe the distingui hg taste of apples 
and know where to draw the line betwecn 
the thousands of varieties. In his descrip- 
tions he compares the apple under con- 
@ideration with others of well known varie- 
ties and defimtely places its usefulness as 
an article of food. 

‘One apple he will describe as good tor 
pies, but not especial y suited for apple 
gauce, wh.ije anoiher will be rated as a 
fine eating apple. . 

During ihe twe.ve years that he has spent 
fn the department of agriculture, M:. Ir- 
win has ta: ted upwards of 39,000 species of 
‘fruit. Not only apples but peaches and 
\ pears in great variety and all the host of 
berries.

RECALLS MYSTERIOUS CRIME 


Husband of Mrs. B. F. Lamar, Killed 


in Cyclone, Was Found Dead in 
Old Gaiety Theater. 


The death of Mrs. Mary Lamar in the 
Fairland, I. T., cyclone of Monday has re- 
called the tragic death of her huspaad, 


Benjamin F. Lamar, in St. Louis, Septem- 
ber 28, 1897, one of the mysteries on police 
records which still remains unsolved. 

Lamar, who was a wealthy stock raiser 
of the Cherokee Nation, while in St. Louis 
with a party of cattle men, visited the 
Gaiety heater, then located on Fourth 
street, near Walnut. 

Lamar and his companions drank with 
women who appeared in their box after 
P rforming pa:is on the stage, and Lamar's 

c6mpanions jost sight of him. Early the 
next morning his body was found at the 
foot of a stairway, the skull crushed as 
if by a heavy bludgeon. 

The theater was clozed by the police and 
was never permanently reopened. Three 
years ago the building, wh'ch was gaudiiy 
adorned with p'ctures, statues and tapes- 
try. was demolished. 

Lamar's slayer was never found. Men 
and women connected with the theater 
werearrested and questioned clorely dur- 
ing the longest detention possible without 
definite charges. Qne womn who disap- 
peared immediately after the tragedy was 
not again seen, but the police never ob- 
tained definite ev-dence connecting her 
with the cr’ cr:me.
